Your letter of February llth is at hand. I have two men to 
suggest who might be of use to you for the summer. 


the Reve H. E. Philips, D.D., missionary of the United Pres- 
byterian Church, Cairo, Egypt, was in our Missionary Apartment House 
several years ago; a man of fine spirit and presence. In the early part 
of his stay 1 sent him down to the Gaston Presbyterian Church, Philadel- 
phia, to deliver a missionary address or to conduct a School of Missions. 
The church was then vacant; they invited him to preach and then invited 
him to continue as preacher until they got a pastor, which was some six 
or eight months afterwards. They liked him very much, indeed, and expressed 
very great appreciation when he closed his engagement. 


His wife was a sister of Mrs. Andrew \i\. Blackwood, who is the 
wife of the new Professor of Homiletics in the Seminary> Mrs. Philips 
died a few months ago and he is coming home for the summer on account of 
his daughter and will be in Princeton from May 15th to September 15th 
and wishes to get supply preaching for that time. I can recommend him 
to you very highly. 


Professor H. B. Blakely of Columbia Theological Seminary, 
Jecatur, Ga., was a member of the Class of 1919, so with you in the 
Seminary and you may remember him. He was an exceptionally fine fellow 
and was called to the Chair of New Testament in Columbia Seminary a year 
ago. He wants to supply some church or churches in the north for three 
months for the summer of 1950 and would probably be open to an engagement 
in Elizabeth for that time. He is married. 


I suppose that Dr. Philips would be willing to stay in 
Elizabeth during a part of the week, at least, in order to be on pastoral 
call. Probably Mr. Blakely would bring along his wife and would be elad 
to be there all the time, although I don’t know about that.

My Dear Dr. Robinson: 


The other day on the 
bulletin board at Westminster Seminary I saw 
your letter to Mr. Woolley regarding a supply 
during your absence this summer, and I am 
accordingly writing you about the matter.

duction of myself. I am a Senior at Westminster, 
having studied for two years at Princeton 
before the break came last summer, and prior 
to that having taken my A.B. at Williams College 
in Massachusetts. I am married, and have a 
small baby girl about sixteen months old.

more year of graduate work, and hence, instead 
of candidating for a permanent church as the 
Other Seniors are doing at this time, I have

As for my qualifications, such 
information as you desire may be obtained 
through the Seminary office or from any of the 
professors, and I need say nothing more than 
that I was “born again" in March 1924, that 
Christ became my personal Saviour then and has 
been growing increasingly dear to me every 
passing day, and that more and more He is 
laying the burden of preaching the "good news" 
to those still in darkness on my heart. Need- 
less to say, I accept the whole Bible as the 
Word of God, and preach it as such with no 
apologies. I have been engaged in evangelistic 
work for the past two summers, and have done 
considerable supply preaching in various 
churches. 


One thing, which you should know 
before even considering me for the position 
is that I am not a member of the Presbyterian 
Church, although I am one with them in doctrine 
except on the matter of the baptism of infants. 
My convictions along the line of Baptism are 
Baptist, although I have no official cadnnection 
with the Baptist church as yet, my chureh 
membership still being in the Congregational 
denomination in which I was brought up.

I am simply informing you of the 
facts in the Gase. 


If you should care to interview me 
or have me preach at one of your services in 
the near future, my engagements at the present 
moment consist of supply preaching at Beth Ayres 
next Sunday, March 9th, and at Atlantic City 
on April 13th. Other week-ends are free at the 
moment. 


I hope to hear from you soon with 
regard to this matter, and trust that I have 
given you the necessary information.
